Last name Keller 

This name, with variant spellings Kelliher, Kalaher Kelleher etc., is an 
Anglicized form of the Old Gaelic O'Ceileachair. The Gaelic prefix "O" 
indicates "male descendant of", plus the personal byname Ceileachair 
meaning "companionable" or "uxorious". The O'Ceileachair clan were of the 
population group, Dal gCais, otherwise called the Dalcassians, and they 
belonged to the ancient territory of Tuathmhumhan comprising most of the 
modern County Clare with adjacent parts of Counties Limerick and Tipperary. 


The family claim descent from one, Ceileachar, nephew of Brian Boru, High 
King of Ireland, 1002 - 1014. Maolmuire Mac (son of) Ceileachair compiler of 
the ancient "Book of the Dun Cow" belonged to the pre surname period. In the 
14th Century the clan left their original habitat and settled in Counties Cork 
and Kerry where the name is most numerous today. In February 1855 
Cornelius, son of Andrew Keller and Mary Tuomey, was christened in 
Ballyvourney Roman Catholic Church, County Cork and on June 28th 1865 
Catherine, a daughter was born to Daniel Keller and Catherine Rahilly in 
Boherbue, County Cork, Ireland. The first recorded spelling of the family name 
is shown to be that of Donough O' Ceileachair, Bishop of Ossery, which was 
dated 1048, "Ecclesiastical Records of Ireland", during the reign of High Kings 
of Ireland, "with Opposition", 1022 - 1166. Surnames became necessary when 
governments introduced personal taxation. In England this was known as Poll 
Tax. Throughout the centuries, surnames in every country have continued to 
"develop" often leading to astonishing variants of the original spelling. 


I do not no when John Keller left Pennsylvania to move to Virginia. 

From census record we are able to tell that his wife name was Mary A. There 
is a notation in a book about Pendelton that a John Keller married Mary 
kisamore in 1810. First child was born 1811 in Va / Wv ( Catharine Keller) 


The 1810 Census shows a John Keller: Free white male 16 -25 years of age 
including heads of families, with Free white female 16-25 years of age 
including heads of families, (his wife) along with, Free white male 0-9 years of 
age (his or her first born son). The child could have been Jesse Kisamore. 

Speculation 

This ancestor, who came into Virginia, with the mass of German immigration 
that came up the South Branch of Potomac settling in Pendleton County. 
Perhaps John followed they typical migration route of the 1700s-1800s - from 
PA thru the mountain valleys of MD, VA. The two major groups of migrants at 
that time were German and Scotch-lrish. 

At this time, there are many John Keller, Kellar, Kelliher, Kalaher Kelleher in 
PA. So it's hard to find the right person.

As realistic genealogists we should keep in mind that the lives of our 
ancestors may not always follow the patterns we expect them to and are thus 
difficult to place on a group sheet or into a computer program we use to keep 
track of them. A good example of this is a child that for any of several reasons 
has one or both of its parents unable to provide for him. Often the County 
Court took action to ensure that orphans were taken care of. The following list 
is taken from the Minute Books of the County Court for Randolph County. The 
note in the left margin is when that particular case first appears in the record. 
On the line to the right of these dates will be listed (N) the name of the child, 
(M) the child's mother, (F) the child's father, (B) the child's birthdate and (A) 
the assignment made by the Court for a guardian for the child. In many cases 
the name of the child or that of one or both of its parents are not given in the 
Court record. Only the information included in the Court record will be on the 
line to the right of the date in the sequence shown above:

That Boston Stalnaker, Junior fathered a child with Mary Caysamore 
(Kisamore) is proven by the Minute Books of the County Court for Randolph 
County. ( Note, "C" in German is pronounced as "K" in English. The phonetic 
pronunciation of the two spellings is identical.) This discovery adds a new 
dimension to the Kisamore family ancestry; however it also raises some 
additional questions. Technically the father of Boston Stalnaker Junior would 
be Boston Stalnaker. 


I believe that this is the only logical scenario that fits the verifiable available 
information and following the family tradition that a Mary Kisamore is the 
matriarch of the Kisamore surname:

Mr Keller was born in Pendleton County in 1818 and was married 25 Feb 
1841 Pendleton to Sara Harper ( Hinkle). He remained in West Virginia until 
1865 when he moved to near Numa and bought a farm where he resided until 
his death. He was not a member of any organized church but was a member 
of that great anorganized church whose members are know by their kindly 
acts , their noble impulses, their generous feeling their large warm hearts and 
their love for pure. 

He leaves a wife and eleven children to mourn. 

His death as only one of his family of twelve children. 

His funeral sermon was preached by Rev G, H Putnam of Seymonur after 
which his remains were interred in the Numa cemetery.. 

Adam joined the Swamp Dragons, a Union Guerilla group, or militia. Adam 
Keller left here while the war was still going on, possibly fearing for his life. 
Adam was in Missouri for a while, but things there must have been as bad as 


here. He finally settled in Iowa. In Iowa, he spent the rest of his days as a 
farmer. Dying there in 1888.

KCSL has its roots in two parent agencies: the Kansas Children’s Home 
Society founded in Topeka and the Christian Service League founded in 
Wichita. Both agencies concentrated on finding permanent homes for 
orphaned or abandoned children and foster homes for children whose parents 
were temporarily unable to care for them. 

Pearl was the daughter of Philip and Emily Keller and was born in Waldo, 
Kansas in 1889. In 1895, her family was hit hard by influenza and five of her 
siblings died. Pearl reportedly had a temperature of about 107 and suffered 
brain damage. Pearl lived with her father until he no longer was able to take 
care of her. In the 1915 Kansas census she is listed as living with her father. 

Earl Everett Keller was born 23 Dec 1917. Earl was adopted by Olof & Laura 
Henrickson in Topeka Oct 1918. Pearl is listed as living at Winfield Training 
School in both the 1920 and 1930 US census. Pearl died in 1949 and is 
buried at the cemetery at the Winfield State Hospital. 

Kansas State Historical Society in Topeka has some of the early records from 
the Winfield Training School which became to be known later as the Winfield 
State Hospital. It was a hospital for people who have some form of mental 
retardation.
